Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not fairly suggest the apparatus of claim 1 , the system of claim 9, and the method 
of claim 13. Specifically, claims 1 and 9 teaches an apparatus for measuring power of 
acoustic energy comprising a buoyant body floating in a fluid having a second density 
less than a first density such that the body floats at a first level in the fluid in the 
container when the body is not impacted by acoustic energy. Furthermore, the body 
comprising a wave receiving surface and floats at a second level when the wave 
receiving surface is impacted by acoustic energy transmitted by an ultrasound 
transducer. Method claim 16 provides a body floating at a fist level in the fluid adjacent 
to an ultrasound transducer, impinging a surface on the body with acoustic energy from 
the transducer and measuring the displacement of the body from the first level to the 
second level to indicate the power of the acoustic energy impinging the surface of the 
body. Rohrberg, '5474064' teaches a beast self examination wherein the body is 
placed in a fluid and the body becomes buoyant (claims 1-5), but does not teach a body 
floating at a fist level in the fluid adjacent to an ultrasound transducer, impinging a 
surface on the body with acoustic energy from the transducer and measuring the 
displacement of the body from the first level to the second level to indicate the power of 
the acoustic energy impinging the surface of the body. Kozuka et al., teaches 
ultrasound examination on a liquid medium (columns 4-5) but there is no body placed in

the medium. Rohrberg '5979457' teaches breast examination through a finger point 
method (column 6-8 and claim 1 ) but does not teach a body floating at a fist level in the 
fluid adjacent to an ultrasound transducer, impinging a surface on the body with 
acoustic energy from the transducer and measuring the displacement of the body from 
the first level to the second level to indicate the power of the acoustic energy impinging 
the surface of the body.
